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A Coalition Defeat. 


Mr. Pemberton Billing’s victory in East 
Hertfordshire is a sign of popular dis- 
content which the Government cannot pre- 
tend to ignore. We do not like some of 
Mr. Billing’s election methods. We think 
that his dramatic resignation from the 
naval air service fer the purpose. of. an 
appeal to public opinion creates a mis- 
chievous precedent. Nevertheless, his 
defeat of the joint forces of the Unionist 
and Liberal Parties in East Herts is likely 
to have good results. . His mission is to 
proclaim the inadequacy of our air ser- 
vice and to insist upoy, a policy of re- 
prisals. The Coalition Panaidete at Mile 
End defeated him by 376 votes. He has 
now defeated the Coalition candidate in 
East Herts by more than one thousand 
votes. The recent Zeppelin raids have 
been ‘effective election agents for Mr. 
Billing. The Prime Minister stated in 
the House of Commons yesterday that, 
since the beginning of the war, Zeppelins’ 
and aeraplanes have killed 276 non-com- 
batants in Great Britain—127 men, 92 
women, and 57 children. The country 
is not consoled for this slaughter of 
innocents by the Government’s repeated 
assurance that the German raids are ' of 
no military importance.” It is quite 
ready to take its share of war risks, and 
it agrees that our real military efforts 
must be concentrated on the western front. 
It finds, however, in the increasing 
audacity and continued impunity of the 
German raids a proof that something is 
radically wrong with British policy and 
strategy in the air. In the House of 
Lords on Thursday Lord Montagu of 
Beaulieu delivered a serious indictment of 
both. It is serious because Lord Montagu | 
is an acknowledged expert on the subject, 
and because the Government was unable 
to dispute his very disquieting array of 
facts. The Germans are building new 
and improved aeroplanes at a rapid rate, 
and they have at least fifty Zeppelins.

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Portugal at War. 


Germany’s declaration of war on Portu- 
gal, after the acute tension which was 
created between the two countries by the 
recent Portuguese seizure of German 
shipping, comes as no surprise. ‘ It ends 
an. anomalous situation, to the satisfac- 
tion of all parties, except, perhaps, 
Germany.

Portugal had 
still, though to a smaller degree than 
before the Revolution, two weak points— 
her party politics and her Colonial posses- 
sions. Upon these two weak points the 
strategic instinct of Germany fastened, 
and upon both she directed her most for- 
midable forces of intrigue. Dr. Theophile 
Braga, the ex-President of the Republic, 
has described the result. It was not long 
before a coup d'état in Lisbon and a 
colonial war in Africa effectively neu- 
tralised Portugal. The reactionary dic- 
tatorship continued into the summer of 
last year. It was probably preparing, in 
the ex-President’s opinion, a Royal re 
storation under German auspices at the 
cost of the Colonies. In Angola, the most 
important, of these Colonies on the west 
coast of Africa, a German raid from 
South-West Africa and the incitement of 
the native population absorbed a large 
part of the military strength of Portugal. 
The German plots seemed to have suc- 
ceeded admirably; but they reckoned 
without the resources of vitality which 
the Republic had acquired in the course 
of its short history. In the early summer 
of last year a counter-revolution, carried 
through under the guns of the Fleet, over- 
threw the dictatorship, restored constitu- 
tional government, and restored with it 
i the national foreign policy. The strong 
"man whom the counter-revolution brought 
into power, Dr, Affonso Costa, a warm par- 
tisan of the. Allies, had to ‘walk warily. 
Gradually, however, the forces of German 
intrigue were suppressed. The situation | 
in the African Colonies was got under 
control. _ Portugal's neutrality became 
more and more “ benevolent” towards the 
Allies, until finally Dr. Costa was ready for 
more decisive action. The seizure of German 
shipping followed. There can be little 
doubt that, as the German declaration 
alleges; this step exceeded the necessities 
of Portugal's shortage of tonnage, and 
was accompanied by marked acts of dis- 
respect to the German flag. Both be- 
cause her national honour was touched, 
and because acquiescence’ in Portugal's 
seizure would invite other neutral 
countries which held German ships in.
